County school board now has six members 


The Coffee County Board of Ed- 
ucation met on Monday night, 
Nov.14, in Elba and saw its mem- 
bership grow to six with the swear- 
ing-in of three board members who 
were clected at last week's general 
election, 

Board members Preston Kelley, 
Jr., Tom Dyess and Virgil Coleman 
all took their usual seats around the 
conference room and were joined at 
the monthly mecting by newly 
elected members Harrell Carroll, 
Eric Wilson and Rubin McKinnon, 

Mr. Carroll was reelected to a 
second term on the county board 
without opposition, while Mr. 
McKinnon was elected to fill the 
seat previously held by Bill Boland 
and Mr, Wilson was elected in a 
newly established district. 

After the routine approval of the 
minutes and the swearing-in cere- 
monies conducted by Probate Judge 
Marion Brunson, the six-member 
board began its first business meet- 
ing as a group. 

Chairman Preston Kelley, Jr., 
and Vice-Chairman Tom Dyess 
were reappointed to their posts by a 
vote of the board and it was agreed 
upon that all meetings would be 
held on the second Tuesday of each 
month, including the "annual" 
meeting in November and the "pub- 
lic forum" slated for May. 

Having a six-member board for 
the first time created a possible 
problem in voting and action taken 
at the meeting solved the problem 
before it had an opportunity to sur- 
face. 

Supt. Clayton Bryant told the 
members that with six members a 
policy needed to be adopted as to a 


. method of breaking tie votes. 


The board agreed with the super- 
intendent’s observation and after dis- 
cussing the issue, voted on a policy 
that would allow the board chair- 
man to vote only in case of a tic 
vote, or in the need to establish a 
majority. 

Chairman Preston Kelley Jr., 
will now vote only in case of a tie, 
or if a vote on policy is short of 
having the majority of four votes 
needed for adoption. 

The board voted unanimously to 
adopt the new voting procedure. 

Supt. Bryant reported that the re- 
sults of the state's graduation exam- 
ination had been released and stated 
he was "very pleased" with the re- 
sults of the three county schools. 

The detailed report will not be 
released to the public until later this 
month, but Supt. Bryant did note 
that all three schools did show im- 
provement from a year ago.

Commission hears request 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
November 14, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and heard a request from 
District Judge Thomas Head that 
the county allocate additional funds 
to allow the courts to employ a 
third juvenile probation officer for 
the county. 

Judge Head had appeared before 
the commission during budget hear- 
ing and made a similar request, but 
was told to return to the commis- 
sion after approval of the budget for 
final discussion. 

At Monday's meeting, Judge 
Head again asked for the funds with 
which to employ a third juvenile 
probation officer in the county and 
reported that the funds needed would 
be approximately $12,000. 

Judge Head explained that as pre- 
siding judge in juvenile cases in the 
county, it was obvious that there 
was a real need for a third officer. 

The commission agreed that the 
county needed a third officer and 
agreed to allocate a total of up to 
$8,000 to help employ a probation 
officer or a clerk to assist the two 
officers now employed.

Veterans' Memorial dedicated in Elba 


Phe long time dream of National 
Security Insurance Company presi 
dent J.R. Brunson became a reality 
on Thursday, November 10, when 
formal dedication ceremonies were 
held at the "Veterans Memorial 
Park,” constructed on the grounds 
of the company's corporate head- 
quarters in Elba. 

Mr. Brunson welcomed the 
crowd estimated at near 1,000 and 
stated "Tt is a privilege and a pleas- 
ure to have the opportunity to wel- 
come all of you here today and to 
share this event with us." 

Dr. J, Doug Dortch, the pastor 
al the First Baptist Church, in 
Elba, delivered the invocation, and 
following his inspiration prayer, 
special guests in attendance were 
recognized, 

The honored veterans selected to 
raise the colors representing their 
branch of service included Haywood 
Grimes and Wayne Harrison 
Army; Damascus Crittenden and 
Horace Wood - Air Force; Roscoe 
Deal and Jim Kyrch - Coast Guard; 
Charles Kennett and Ed Woodham - 
Marine Corps and Carlton Larkins 
and Charles Lindsey - Navy. 

Colonel E, Kirby Lawson, III, 
the Garrison Commander at Ft. 
Rucker, was the featured speaker at 
the dedication and presented a 
speech in which he praised the ef- 
forts of the vets and the people who 
keep their honor alive. 

"It will be 70 years ago tomor- 
row (Nov.11), the 11th hour, of the 
1ith day, of the 11th month that 
all became quiet on the western 
front,” said Lawson. "It was on that 
Cate that an armistice was signed in 
4 railroad car in France that brought 
the war to end all wars to an end." 

"Five million Americans served 
in World War I," stated Lawson, 
"and 116,000 lost their lives, The 
cost was great, but when it ended 
all could say that we had made de- 
mocracy safe for our world!" 

"As we gather to dedicate this 
memorial park,” continued Col. 
Lawson, "let us remember that you 
and I stand here in freedom because 
of the sacrifices of our veterans 
throughout the course of history, | 
am proud to be here today because 
itis your commitment that solidi- 
fies the faith in the basic elements 
that guided our nation since its be- 
ginning - that mankind was given 
the unalienable rights to life, liber- 


ty and the pursuit of happiness.” 

Col, Lawson quoted General 
Omar Bradley, who stated "From 
the days of the Revolutionary War 
soldiers have believed in the worth 
of our country's people and its tradi- 
tions, They lived and many died for 
their faith and their convictions and 
they kept the faith in their country, 
and it now our turn to keep that 
faith,...to keep our country free." 

“These remarks are particularly 
significant today," said Lawson, 
"because of what we're doing here, 
You are keeping the faith in honor 
of those who have saved their coun- 
try for the cause of freedom. The 
tributes that you make here today 
are no small tokens in our determi- 
nation to remain a free nation, It is 
a commitment to the sacrifices 
made by those we are here to honor. 
A commitment that was made more 
than 212 years ago." 

"No one can deny the American 
serviceman will fight for his coun 
try’s freedom," declared Col, Law- 
son. “Our heroes are the soldiers 
who fought valiantly in the battles 
of the American Revolution, the 
War of 1812, both World Wars, in 
Korea and Viet Nam and in numer- 
ous other peace keeping missions 
around the world. Their legacy is 
visible in 22 military cemeteries 
overseas and 105 national cemeter- 
ics in the United States, as well in 
the 2.2 million disabled veterans in 
America and the 2,393 Americans 
unaccounted for in Indoneshia.” 

“The veterans we honor here to- 
day loved peace and were willing to 
turn their backs on their homes and 
their loved ones to defend some- 
thing more precious, the right of 
the people everywhere to live in 
peace and determine their own fu- 
tures, free from oppression and 
fear,” said Lawson, "The belief that 
sustained these soldiers was as great 
as America itself!" 

In concluding, Col. Lawson stat- 
ed "This memorial will foreever 
gently remind all that see it that 
Elba 1s deeply grateful to those who 
paid the price and made the sacrific 
es for their freedom." 

Coffee County Probate Judge 
Marion Brunson also spoke to the 
large gathering and stated "People 
came to this country in search of 
freedom and a better way of life and 
they found it. They proved it in the 
Revolutionary War and showed that

they were willing to fight to defend 
the gift of freedom.” 

Brunson spoke of the contribu- 
uons made by Coffee County resi- 
dents and gave praise to the many 
veterans who "paid the ultimate 
price.” 

Special music was presented by 
the 98th Army Band from Ft. 
Rucker and the Enterprise State 
Junior College Singers and the rais- 
ing of the flags was conducted by 
the honored veterans and the United 
States Army Color Guard. 

Company president J.R. Brun- 
son informed the gathering of the 
second and third phases of construc- 
tion, which will include plaques in- 
scribed with the names of veterans 
from the county, and then opened 
the park to the public

Elba citizens question Cable TV spokesman 


The Elba City Council faced a 
group of citizens wanting cable TV 
and the folks who could provide the 
services Monday evening during the 
regularly scheduled council meet- 
ing, 

The council had announced that 
representatives of the company 
would be invited to the November 
14 meeting to answer questions. 
This prompted at least 19 area citi- 
zens to attend the meeting and ask 
just when they could get cable ser- 
vice extended to their homes. Oth- 
ers asked about specific channels, 
including Disney. 

Jack Gilbert of Montgomery, 
representing Storer TV, was present 
at the request of the city council and 
told of the company’s plans for the 
immediate and long-term future. 


Gilbert noted material had been 
purchased and permits acquired to 
extend the system out the old Sam- 
son Highway and 84 East immedi- 
ately. He said other areas would be 
added as they could be justified. He 
also stated that two additional chan- 
nels would soon be available in 
Elba's basic service (no additional 
charge). These include the new Tur- 
ner Network Television (TNT) with 
movies, sports, etc, and American 
Movie Classics (AMC) with mo- 
vies 24 hours a day. 

Two groups were present want- 
ing cable TV. The first to speak 
was a group further out Highway 
84 East that was presently being 
considered for service. They request- 
ed cable TV be furnished at least to 
the city limits. Gilbert agreed to 


A number of interested citizens were present at Monday night's meeting of 
the Elba City Council to discuss the possibility of extending the lines of 
the local cable TV system and also to urge cable officials to offer addition- 


al programming. 


look into this immediately in hopes 
it could be included with the present 
construction. 

Another group was representing 
residents out Taylor Mill Road. 
They agreed to meet privately with 
Gilbert and avoid taking up the 
council's time. In that meeting the 
Storer representative agreed to look 
into their area and hopefully get 
them cable service. 

It cost $15,000 a mile to add 
cable TV, according to Gilbert. He 
said the firm liked to get at least 30 
customers to the mile but had been 
known to construct lines where 
only 20 customers were signed up. 

He noted that the firm is work- 
ing to get 35 channels available in 
Elba in the forseeable future. This 
would include basic channels and 
the pay channels. 

When asked about the Disney 
channel, Gilbert noted this was an 
often-asked question, but at best 
communities could be expected to 
sign up only about 10 percent of 
the customers for this pay channel. 

The council heard Mayor Fred 
Moore recommend the reappoint- 
ment and extension of terms for all 
five members of the Health Care 
Authority (hospital board). 

The council unanimously ap- 
proved the following appointments 
and extensions: Carolyn Brunson, 4 
years; Virgil Coleman, 2 years; 
Drexel Cook, 6 years; Pete Dorsey, 
4 years and Clayton Hickman, 2 
years. 

Bills totaling $12,312.02 were 
approved for payment after Moore 
bricfed the council on the major 
items included in the total. They in- 
cluded $5,050 for gas and oil; $858 
for police uniforms; $816 for sewer 
solvent; $553 for asphalt mix; and

God Demands A Decisive New 
Beginning For Man 


We are indebted to the Gospel of 
John for our knowledge of a man 
named Nicodemus, The only refer 
ences to him appear in John -- in 
which he was mentioned three 
times. 

Nicodemus was a member of the 
Pharisees (John 3:1), The Pharisees 
were the most deeply “religious” 
brotherhood during Jesus’ day. Ni 
codemus was one of the finest prod 
ucts of Judaism. But Jesus said to 
him, "Except a man be born again, 
he cannot see the kingdom of God" 
(John 3:3), ? 

The word translated "again" in 
John 3:3 in the King James Ver- 
sion is the same word translated 
"from above" in John 3:31 and 
John 19:11. Jesus told Nicodemus 
that he had to experience a birth 
“from above" in order to be a part 
Of the kingdom of God. 


Jesus spoke the words recorded 
in John 3:3 to Nicodemus, but he 
also spoke them to us. Jesus said; 
"Except aman... ~ that is 
“anyone.” God demands a decisive 
new beginning from anyone who 
would participate in the Kingdom 
of God. 

Only the Gospel of John con- 
tAins references to Nicodemus, but 
the demand Jesus made of Nicode- 
mus (that of a decisive new begin- 
ning) is a central emphasis in the 
Bible. For example, Matthew quot- 
ed Jesus, "If any man-will come af- 
ter me, let him deny himself, and 
take up his cross, ana follow me." 

And Paul wrote, "Therefore if 
any man be in Christ, he is a new 


Creature; old things are passed away; 
behold, all things are become new 
(II Corinthians 5:17)

Can a person really 
know that he is saved? 


It might sound arrogant for a person to say, “LT know that Tam saved,” and 
yet the Christian can know that he is saved. He can know that when he dies, 
he will spend eternity in heaven. We know this is true, because John tells 
us we can know that we are saved, He writes, “And this is the record, that 
God hath given us eternal life, and this life is in his Son. He that hath the 
Son hath life; and he that hath not the Son of God hath not life. These 
things have I written unto you that believe on the name of the Son of God; 
that ye may know that ye have eternal life, and that ye may believe on the 
name of the Son of God" (1 John 5:11-13). John said, “that ye may know 
that ye have eternal life.” A Christian can know that he has eternal life 

Having confidence in his salvation helps the Christian to be devoted to 
the will of God. John writes, “Hereby do we know that we know him, if we 
keep his commandments” (1 John 2:3). The Christian can be sure that he 
has salvation, that he “knows” the Father, if he obeys the commands of 
Christ, When one is “born again,” or “born of the waiter and the Spirit" 
(John 3:3-5), by being baptized into Christ, he is saved, He begins a life 
time of gradual growth, changing from a babe in Christ into a mature Chris 
tian. The Christian is not perfect. He still sins. But God forgives those sins 
God requires a forgiving attitude of Christians, and He is also a forgiving 
Father for His children 

Salvation does not depend on how few sins or mistakes we make, but 
upon whether or not we are faithful to Christ. Once we have obeyed the gos 
pel of Christ, as we continue to serve Christ, the Lord continues to bless 
and forgive us. John writes, "God is light, and in him is no darkness at all 
If we say that we have fellowship with him, and walk in darkness, we lic, 
and do not the truth; but if we walk in the light, as he is in the light, we 
have fellowship one with another, and the blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin" (1 John 1:5-7). If we walk in the light, the path 
way of Christ, His blood continues to cleanse us from all sin 

Even knowing that the Christian can know he is saved, doubts still arise 
Many have doubts because they are not maturing as Christians should, but 
are moving backward, This often happens when a person does not give his 
whole heart to Christ For whosoever will save his life shall 
lose it, but whosoever will Jose his life for my sake, the same shall save 
it.” (Luke 9:24). The person who tries to live as a Christian while not sur 
. because he cannot walk in the

rendering his life to Christ must have doubt 
light if he does not give his whole heart to the Lord

ANOTHER GOOD 


ELBA FOOTBALL STATS REVEAL 


SEASON 


I compiled Elba High School's final football statistics for the 1988 sca- 
son last week and taking a look at the stats it wasn't hard to figure out 
how the Tigers posted another successful season. 

The Elba offense didn't boast a back with 1,000 yards, but had three 
backs with over 500 yards rushing and another back who gained just under 
500 yards despite having only 54 carrics. The backs were led by Reggie 
Horstcad, who gained 655 yards and scored 10 touchdowns, despite playing 
only seven complete games. Horstead got off to a fast start and had gained 
426 yards and scored 10 touchdowns after only three games, but missed a 
lot of playing time and his yardage slowed down. Fullback Leon Coleman 
was right behind Horstead with 551 yards on 82 carries and Coleman had 
his best year ever running the ball, while Keith Henderson added 501 yards 
while swapping playing time with Horstcad, Anthony Brooks rolled up 
456 yards on only 54 carries, an average of 8.4 yards per carry, and late in 
the year really ran well. Not having a 1,000 yard back in rare at Elba, but 
when you look and find that the Tigers’ top two tailbacks gained a total of 
1,156 yards and the two fullbacks gained 1,007, it makes it clear that in 
1988 the Tigers had more than one good back and took advantage of all 
four talented runners. 

The Elba passing game hit for only 85 yards during the first three 
weeks of the season, but came to life midway through the year and by sea- 
son's end quarterback Kevin Matthews had thrown for almost 600 yards and 
6 touchdowns. His favorite receivers were sophomore David Rowe, who 
averaged over 30 yards per catch, Matt Henderson and Joc Brooks. 

Over on defense, the Tigers had standouts at almost every position and 
allowed.a total of only 42 points all scason. Up front, the leaders were 
noseguard Anthony Brooks and sophomore end Ronald McKinnon, while 
at lincbacker both Brian Free and Larry Dix.on made more than their share 
of tackles and in the secondary the leaders included Leon Coleman, Keith 
Henderson and Matt Henderson. 

No one Elba player had a super scason as far as stats go, but an 8-2 
record speaks for itsclf and the lack of sparkling individual statistics shows 
a true team effort, 


NEW BROCKTON ADVANCES TO THIRD ROUND 


The New Brockton Gamecocks hurdled their so called "second round" 
jinx last week by blanking Sweet Water 21-0 and by doing so made it to 
the quarterfinals for the first time in school history. 

I made the trip down to Sweet Water with Greg Brunson, who has cov- 
ered the Gamecocks all season, and while the trip was long and into the 
sun for much of the way down, it was well worth the three-hour ride to see 
New Brockton defeat the talented Sweet Water team that had posted 10 
wins during the scason and owned 4 state titles.

Hunting deaths reported in state 


A 14-year-old Dallas County 
youth, a 67-year-old Hartselle man 
and a 73-year-old Birmingham man 
were the first fatalities recorded for 
Alabama's 1988-89 hunting season. 

All three died of self-inflicted 
shotgun wounds with the 14-year- 
old being shot while rabbit hunt- 
ing; the 67-year-old being shot 
while dove hunting and the 73-year- 
old also being killed in a dove hunt- 
ing accident. 

The 14-year-old was hunting rab- 
bit and squirrel with a 16-gauge 
shotgun in a swamp bottom about 
100 yards from his home near Sel- 
ma and was accompanied by his 10- 
year-old brother, who had a 20- 
gauge shotgun. Neither of the boys 
were accompanied by an adult. 

Preliminary reports indicated that 
the 14-year-old was holding his 16- 
gauge shotgun with the barrel tight- 
ly against his chest when his 
younger brother shouted "Look, 
there's a squirrel." 

In responding, the victim looked 
up, or moved in some way, Causing 
the gun to discharge. The youth ap- 
parently staggered about 15 feet be- 
fore collapsing and later dying of 
the shotgun blast to the chest. 

The 67-year-old Hartselle man 
died while dove hunting alone in 
Morgan County. Preliminary re- 
ports indicated that the man was at- 
tempting to cross a fence with a 
loaded shotgun when the trigger 
caught on an obstacle, causing the 
gun to discharge. The man died of a 
shotgun blast at point blank range 
to the abdomen and the blast passed 
through the victim's body and exit- 
ed out the other side of the body. 

The 73-year-old Birmingham 
man died of wounds self-inflicted on 
October 8 while he was dove hunt- 
ing with a 16-gauge shotgun. The 
incident was investigated and it was 
reported that the hunter was holding 
his shotgun by the stock, attempt- 
ing to knock a dove from a tree 
with the gun, when it discharged 
into the man's stomach. 

Game and Fish Hunter Education 
Coordinator James Thornhill, of the 


Alabama Conservation Depart- 
ment's Montgomery office, said 
that 26 percent of the fatal hunting 
accidents during the 1987-88 season 
were self-inflicted and pointed out 
the significance of the fact that 
none of the 1988-89 victims of 
self-inflicted wounds had taken one 
of the Game and Fish Division's 
free hunter safety classes, given at 
various dates across the slate.

The "second-round jinx” became

15 expected to die during holiday period 


Drugged Driver Awareness Week on

The Alabama Department of 
Public Safety estimates that 15 
people will be killed in traffic acci- 
dents during the Thanksgiving holi- 
day weekend, according to Col. 
Thomas H, Wells, Public Safety 
Director. 

The 102 hour period begins at 
6:00 p.m. Wednesday, Nov.23 and 
ends at midnight Sunday, Nov.27. 

In 1987, 15 people were killed 
during the 102 hour holiday period, ' 
including 13 on rural roadways and 
two on urban roadways. 

Col. Wells cautioned drivers to 
exercise extreme caution and stated 
"We anticipate many motorists will 
be traveling Alabama's highways to 
be with family and friends on 
Thanksgiving and we hope no one 
will have to experience the conse- 
quences of a serious traffic accident 
during the holiday weekend.” 

Wells urged motorists to obey 
the speed limit and all traffic laws,

Some of these acts have been 
reviewed and repealed and other 
means of helping the landowners 
and farmers are always being stud- 
ied. A new act that governs the use 
of pesticide will result in many pes- 
ticides being taken off the market 
that are detrimental to the health or 
fy ground water. Steps are being 
taken from an environmental stand 
pom as well as mecting the goals 
ob cos ionmental safety.”

Foley said he had talked with 
high school principal Mickey 
McCollough about this need and 
understood it was in the works. The 
teachers Said they had not been 
asked to work on any uniform rules 
and felt fast action was needed as 
the first semester was almost over. 

Board member G. A, Lindsey 
suggested the staff confer with the 
board attorney on some of the poli- 
cies On suspending students, He 
noted it was his opinion these could 
be declared illegal and this might 
get the school in trouble if some 
one challenged the rules and they 
proved to be illegal. 

In other business the board voted 
not to consider a proposal to pur- 
chase part of the 4.9 acres of land 
the board owns just off the bypass. 

The board discussed at length a 
request to change a bus route in the 
New Town area. Foley recommend- 
ed no changes be made, because it 
would open the system up to many 
request for changes. This would 
make the routes longer and extend 
the time needed to pick up and re- 
turn students each day. 

He also noted that the entering 
and leaving of Reese Street in that 
area could be more dangerous for 
the busses and the students than the 
present plan.

He told board members that a do- 
nut sale scheduled for the first week 
of December was designed to help 
pay for this trip. 

The board unanimously approved 
the trip that will include a marching 
competition, concert and jazz band 
judging. 

The board also approved spend- 
ing $1,556.50 for the purchase of 
Suit bags, hat boxes, etc. requested 
for protection of band uniforms and 
equipment.

Board members were updated on 
the status of the bus transportation 
federal lawsuit case they were in- 
volved in. Attorney Mark Vaughan 
had written letters to keep Elba 
from being involved in any appeal 
(and further expense) of the case to 
a higher court. Elba was only in- 
volved in having a few students in 
the Northwest part of the county 
going to Crenshaw County schools 
and a few Crenshaw County stu- 
dents attending the Elba school sys- 
tem. No violation of laws were 
found, but a report must be filed 
with the federal court whenever any 
out-of-county student enrolls in the 
Elba school system. 

Two student field tips were ap- 
proved by the board. One involved 
5 students and the other 71 stu- 
dents. Any action on fire extin- 
guishers was tabled again until ne- 
cessary information could be 
compiled.
